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DEPUTY MAYOR ADDRESSES FBA 


The most important first step toward self- 
government for the District of Columbia would be 
the immediate election of a non-voting representa- 
tive to Congress, said Deputy Mayor Thomas 
Fletcher in his fact-filled talk to the Foggy Bottom 
Association on January 27, An enclave having a 
population of 850,000, larger than that of 11 states, 
D.C, needs a constitutional amendment to guaran- 
tee a minimum of one elected voting representa- 
tive in Congress, with a provision to add con- 
gressmen as the population grows. Until this 
amendment passes, a non-voting representative 
(like those of Puerto Rico and the U.S, Virgin 
Islands) can serve as the people’s voice, ears, 
and envoy to Congressmen who control the city’s 
funds. 


Self-government is crucial to any real solu- 
tion of our crime, housing, and education prob- 
lems, according to Mr. Fletcher. Butin the mean- 
time, a new campaign against crime is underway 
in the city. Steps are being taken, Mr. Fletcher 
indicated, to raise the police force to 4100, partly 
through use of more up-to-date written and physi- 
cal tests. A newdrug, Methadone, is proving use- 
ful in combatting narcotics addiction, a basic cause 
of mounting robbery statistics, Other important 
problems that feed crime are substandard hous- 
ing and lack of jobs. The unemployment rate fails 
to show those who have given up and don’t apply. 


After 95 years without elected officials, we 
now have an elected School Board, but Mr. Fletcher 
pointed out that its powers are less than in other 
communities, where the board is independent, 
answering only to the state. Here, the Board de- 
pends on the D.C, government for funds. 


What can we do? Write to your congressman, 
if you have one, and to members of the House 
District Committee, urging the election of a non- 
voting representative to Congress, and expressing 
your support for local autonomy for Washington. 
Keep informed, and use the FB Association to 
express your views and needs.
